The  saving  is  easily  seen  by  comparing  our  prices  with 
those  asked  by  the  tree  peddlers  who  visit  you  from  time  to  time. 

We  are  growers  of  what  we  sell.  Nearly  everything  we  offer  is  grown 
here  and  may  be  seen  in  our  own  fields.  A few  items  are  grown  for  us 
elsewhere  or  bought  from  other  nurserymen  as  needed. 

The  maintenance  of  our  present  scale  of  prices  depends  upon  the  pro- 
duction of  stock  in  moderate  quantities,  and  upon  selling  off  close  each 
season  with  as  little  waste  as  possible.  Many  items  are  always  sold  out 
early.  We  hope  to  have  sold  most  everything  before  the  spring  planting- 
season  ends,  hence  we  urge  our  friends  to  place  orders  as  soon  as  possible 
while  the  stock  is  unbroken. 

We  guarantee  all  our  stock  true  to  name  or  description  and  to  reach 
you  in  growing  condition,  but  assume  no  liability  beyond  the  price  paid. 
Complaints  for  errors  should  be  promptly  made. 

Half  dozen  at  dozen  rates,  twenty-five  or  more  at  hundred  rates,  and 
may  be  assorted  5 of  a kind.  Three  hundred  and  up  at  thousand  rates. 
Berries  and  grapes  should  be  25  or  more  of  a kind  to  take  hundred  rates. 
Long  lists  calling  for  1 or  2 of  a kind  will  be  charged  at  each  rates,  except 
that  roses  and  shrubs  may  be  one  of  a kind,  if  desired,  at  dozen  rates.

If  you  make  your  trellis  when 
you  set  the  plants,  cultivate  well  and  get 
your  vines  running  and  climbing  by  the 
middle  of  the  first  summer,  you  can 
gather  half  to  a full  crop  of  grapes  the 
second.

PAPER  SHELL  PECANS— Pecan  cul- 
ture is  attracting  considerable  attention 
in  parts  of  Oklahoma.  The  quickest  re- 
sults are  obtained  by  top  budding  on  na- 
tive trees  where  they  stand  in  fields  and 
partly  cleared  land.  We  have  a few  very 
line  trees  of  this  type,  and  can  put  you  in 
the  way  of  duplicating  them.  Many  of 
the  leading  commercial  varieties  do  well 
here;  a few  do  not.  Since  the  pecan  is 
more  difficult  to  transplant  than  some 
trees  we  recommend  and  sell  only  the 
small  size  trees.  One  year  tops,  $1.25 
each,  $13.00  per  dozen. 

SHADE  TREES — If  you  are  in  a hurry 
for  shade,  plant  the  Non-Bearing,  English, 
Paper  White,  Barren,  French,  Male  or 
Shade  Mulberry. 

Not  only  is  it  the  best  tree  for  quick 
shade  on  good  soil,  but  in  hardpan  and 
poor  soils,  it  will  respond  to  good  care 
better  than  any  other  tree  we  ever  saw. 
It  has  repeatedly  shown  its  ability  to  live 
and  make  good  where  other  trees  have

scale  insects,  borers,  bag-  worms,  army 
worms,  web  worms  or  fungus  diseases.

PRIVET  FOR  HEDGING— After  trying 
several  varieties  here,  we  sell  and  recom- 
mend for  this  purpose  only  the  Amoor 
River  South  and  the  California  Privets. 
Both  are  hardy  enough,  and  usually  retain 
their  beautiful  green  foliage  most  all  win- 
ter, and  neither  is  subject  to  the  “blight” 
so  fatal  to  some  kinds.  Heavy,  well 
branched,  2-year  plants  2 to  3 ft.,  $1.00 
per  dozen;  $7.50  per  100;  medium  size, 
about  2 ft.  brenched,  $5.00  per  100;  light 
weights,  $3.50  per  100.  For  extra  heavy 
plants,  see  below.  All  the  varieties  of 
privet  make  excellent  flowering  shrubs  and 
specimens.
